Madero and Bino Suarez betrayed 
in their faces the chagrin and hum il­ 
iation which they m ust have felt, ac­ 
cording to officers of the guard.

De Gino, charged with blow ing the 
vault in the bank of F ran c is in No­ 
vem ber last, 
will 
probably be con­ 
cluded this afternoon. 
T his m o rn in g tho defense put w it­ 
nesses on the stan d to prove an alibi 
for the accused men. and in rebuttal 
the state brought in a Mexican from 
I F ra n c is who had talked with De Gino 
Jon the day before the attem p ted rob- 
jfeery, the Italian having given him a 
new spaper. 
He 
was positive in his 
I identification of th e accused, but said 
he w ore a m ustache a t the time, a fact 
brought o u t by o th e r witnesses. The 
defense also put a num ber 
of 
wit­ 
nesses on the stan d to im peach the 
credibility of som e of the w itnesses of 
the staLe. 
Follow ing is the gist of the evidence 
offered T h u rsd a y afte rn o o n : 
C. J. Sm ith, c a sh ie r of the F ran c is 
bank, w as th e first w itness for the 
state. He testified to having left The 
bank in its usual condition when he 
left for hom e the night of the rob­ 
bery. W hen aroused ab o u t I o'clock 
he found the 
in terio r 
considerably 
torn up bv the explosions of t e n itro ­ 
glycerine. E n tra n c e had been m ade by 
prying open the door. 
T he vault door 
was partially w recked and som e of the 
window g lass sh attered . He found a 
pint of nitro-glycerine in one bottle 
and ab o u t a th ird of a pint in a n o th ­ 
er, som e laundry soap, m arked with 
blood stains, a h atch et and a few o th ­ 
e r things left by the robbers when 
they fled. T he telephone 
cable 
had 
been cut. 
Nellie Burke, a y oung w om an resid­ 
ing ab o u t the m ining cam p s around 
H e n ry e tta was th e nex t witness. She 
had know n F o ster fo u r o r five m onths 
and De Gino ab o u t a year. T he wom an 
Goldie Jen n ie M usgraves) 
had first 
told her of th e F ra n c is robbery. Had 
seen the defendants two days after the 
affair. -Had talked with DeGino after 
B lackie ( W illiam s) had been placed in 
jail in Arkansas. Said CJoldie ought not 
to have told her and her m outh ran 
too much about the Francis deal. Saw 
I Blackie, the second day after the rob­ 
bery. Said he bad been to the Greek 
m ine and a fte rw a rd s said he had been 
off on that trip. His finger had been 
cut. 'Doctored it with peroxide. DeGino 
afte rw a rd s said th at w as th e first trip 
he had m ade with those men, but th a t 
they w’ere going to take 
him 
with 
them on th eir nex t one. W itness said 
officers had first visited her place late 
a t night and cam e 
again 
next 
day. 
During the interval betw een their vis­ 
its D eG ino had given her som e p ills 
which made her deathly sick. She was 
taken to H enryetta and w as ill for 
sev e ral days. D octors said she had 
been poisoned. 
N ellie K iIlion, 
m other 
of 
N ellie 
Burke, w as the next w itness. She tes­ 
tified that Foster and spent tw o or 
three nights at her place before and 
after the Francis episide. Had told her 
he was going to ’F rancis on a deal, 
that he w as a crook and was goin g to 
do som e crooked work. He returned 
the Sunday after the 
robbery. 
Had 
heard him talking in his sleep about 
Blackie having nothing but bird shot. 
When 
questioned 
about 
w hat 
he 
m e a n t he said they had been to F ra n ­ 
cis but had had bad luck. Had tried 
tw o or three tim es and nearly tore one 
side of the building off but did not get 
anything. The ca ll boy had raised the 
a la rm and the m arsh a l sh ot at them. 
Blackie returned the fire but had noth­ 
ing but bird shot. W ould have been 
different if he could have found som e 
other kind. Foster threatened to kill 
w itness if she ever told anything and 
shoved a gun in her face. A lso said 
he had a son 21 years old w ho w as a 
bigger thief than himself and w ould 
kill her if anything happened to his 
father.
